Alberta to offer boys 
HPV vaccinations 


Announcement on the 
way. Program expected 
to cost $3M annually 


Alberta health officials are set 
to announce Thursday a school 
and clinic-based vaccination 
program for boys against the 
human papillomavirus (HPV); 
one that mimics a controversial 
offering for young girls in the 
province, Metro has learned. 

The program will be only the 
second of its kind in Canada, 
following a similar announce¬ 
ment in Prince Edward Island, 
however, other provinces have 
said they’re considering a 
similar vaccination against the 
virus, which is widely linked to 
cervical cancer. 

For boys, the virus can also 
lead to other forms of cancer, 
pro-vaccine advocates have 
said. 

An announcement to ex¬ 
pand an unspecified immuniza¬ 
tion program is planned in Ed¬ 
monton for Thursday morning, 
but provincial health officials 
were tight-lipped on specifics 
Wednesday. 


Numerous sources, how¬ 
ever, told Metro the boys pro¬ 
gram would be announced in 
the wake of national discus¬ 
sions about its effectiveness. 

Alberta Health had indicat¬ 
ed earlier this year it was con¬ 
sidering the vaccine but would 
await an official recommen¬ 
dation from Dr. James Talbot, 
provincial chief medical officer 
of health. Talbot is scheduled to 
be in attendance for Thursday’s 
announcement. 


Child health

Sherwood Park resident 
Kristine Fersovich is not only a 
mother of two boys and a girl, 
but also a cervical cancer sur¬ 
vivor. “I think it is great,” she 
said about the announcement. 

Fersovich was diagnosed 
with cervical cancer during 
her third pregnancy. Due to 


the fast-growing nature of her 
cancer strain, she was forced 
to undergo a C-section and rad¬ 
ical hysterectomy within a few 
minutes of one another. 

“From someone who has 
had cancer — and my mom 
had the same cancer — I can’t 
believe somebody would want 
to go through that,” Fersovich 
said. “You can just avoid so 
much (by getting vaccinated).” 

With her daughter already 
vaccinated, Fersovich said she 
would definitely have her sons 
vaccinated as well. 

While Edmonton Public 
School Board is moving for¬ 
ward with the new policy, HPV 
Calgary representative Juliet 
Guichon said four boards in 
Alberta have yet to approve the 
vaccine, adding those that have 
delayed offering the program 
made a “terrible mistake.” 

Gardasil, the only approved 
vaccine to combat HPV in Can¬ 
ada, is administered on three 
different occasions to each 
female participant during the 
school year.

Sohi makes push 
for more bus service 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi is 
pushing city councillors 
to extend transit service 
to underserved neighbour¬ 
hoods. 

Sohi’s motion, which 
should be debated 
Thursday, would bring 
peak-hour service to 
communities like Oxford, 
Windermere, Clover Bar, 
Summerside and Gries- 
bach at a cost of $1.4 
million, where there is 
currently no service. 

In a second motion, 
Sohi would also extend 
off-peak service to Route 
95, Route 103, Route 325, 
Route 347, Route 47, and 
Route 169 at a cost of 
$2.45 million. 

Sohi said he thinks it’s 
time the city extended 
service to these areas. 

“We have communities 
that are fully developed, 
communities that need 
public transportation and 
they have no access to 
transit,” he said. “Transit 
is a fundamental way for 
people to move around 
in the city, for those who 
don’t have vehicles.” 

Sohi argued it’s a 
question of fairness to 
commuters from these 
communities. “They pay 
taxes like eveiyone else, 
so why wouldn’t they get 
transit like eveiyone else?” 

Ken Koropesld, director 
of service development 
for Edmonton transit, said 
the changes are possible 
with the existing bus fleet 
if council approves the 
added operating costs. 

“The bigger of the two 
service packages, dollar 
wise, is off-peak service 
and there are far more 
buses out on the peaks 
than the off peaks,” he 
said.

NAIT LRT line 
won’t open on time 


Signal problems. 
Line will now open 
in June 2014 


A delayed signalling system 
is pushing back the opening 
of the NAIT LRT line by two 
months, from April 2014 to 
June. 

While construction of the 
line is set to be complete on 
time, ETS can’t commission 
it without a signalling system 
that the manufacturer, the 


Thales group, can’t deliver to 
meet the deadline. 

“The manufacturer is late 
delivering the product, be¬ 
cause of the new technology,” 
said ETS manager Charles 
Stolte. 

The signalling system al¬ 
lows operators to know how 
far the trains are from other 
trains and automatically slows 
them down for safety purpos¬ 
es. Stolte said especially with 
the design of this LRT exten¬ 
sion, they need the system. 

“We don’t want to commis¬ 
sion line of sight, because we 
have a lot of curves, especially 
going into the tunnel and a lot 
of switches coming into the

system at Central Station,” he 
said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
after so much work has gone 


into the project, the delay is 
disappointing. 

“It’s disappointing to have 
that much work done and 
have it hung up on a pretty 
minor thing,” he said. 

Jonathan Bilodeau, 

president of the NAIT Stu¬ 
dents’ Association, said the de¬ 
lay isn’t ideal, but it could be a 
lot worse. 

“As long as it’s open for Sep¬ 
tember, that’s when it will have 
a real big impact,” he said. 

Bilodeau said NAIT students 
are embracing transit in a big 
way and the promised LRT is 
helping to fuel the popularity. 

“There’s a lot of buzz, a lot 
of excitement,” he said.

Edmonton shoppers will soon 
be able to spend their hard- 
earned dollars at an Edmonton 
International Airport outlet 
mall. 

The 350,000 square foot 
shopping area, announced 
Wednesday, will be called 
“The Outlet Collection at EIA,” 
which is expected to house 85 
different brands located south 
of Airport Road’s exit off High¬ 
way 2. 

There has been no offi¬ 
cial retail brands announced 


with the project at this time, 
but officials expect stores to 
be “under the same banner” 
as those announced with the 
Niagara-on-the-Lalce outlet 
mall, which will have stores 
like “Brooks Brothers, Calvin 
Klein, Forever 21, Izod, Nine 
West,” according to real estate 
company Ivanhoe Cambridge’s 
website. 

“This project will be a true 
outlet venue. Crossiron Mills 
... is more of a hybrid so the 
outlet collection at EIA will be 
a true outlet and will have a 
full range of outlet retailers,” 
said John Scott, senior vice-

The EIA outlet will be differ¬ 
ent than its Crossiron Mills and 
Niagara-on-the-Lalce counter¬ 
parts in that it will be a fully 
enclosed, climate-controlled 
shopping venue. 

With plans to attract shop¬ 
pers from all over the Capital 
Region, Leduc County Mayor 
John Whaley fears the shop¬ 
ping area will “put more stress 
on the overpass.” 

EIA officials are in discus¬ 
sions with Alberta Transpor¬ 
tation in modifying the exit 
ramp on Airport Road from 
Highway 2, with the possibility 
of some upgrades done to the 
intersection to allow for bet¬ 
ter traffic flow. EIA officials are 
also looking at the possibility 
of a shuttle from the airport to 
the retail centre. 

The outlet mall is scheduled 
to open in the fall of 2016.

City to look at changes to snow policies 


City councillors unanimous¬ 
ly approved a comprehen¬ 
sive review of snow-clearing 
policies during budget dis¬ 
cussion Thursday.

A report on all those pos¬ 
sible options and their costs 
will come back to council 
early next year.

“I think it summarizes 
nicely some of the concerns 
we’re hearing in real time,” 
he said. 

Lolcen said if increasing 
the budget is the only way 
to address this problem than 
he’s willing to go that way. 

“If it requires more re¬ 


sources, then so be it. We 
are a winter city. We have 
to start acting like a winter 
city,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson agreed 
it’s time for the conversa¬ 
tion to take place. 

“I’m glad we’re dealing 
with this today and we can 
show our citizens that we’re 


getting moving,” he said. 

He stressed the policy 
wouldn’t solve all the city’s 
snow-clearing problems, be¬ 
cause the right policy is a 
moving target. 

“No matter what policy 
we write, it’s always for last 
year’s snowfall.”

North of Edmonton 


Upgrader 
projectsees 
costs soar 


A partnership that plans to 
build an oilsands refineiy 
northeast of Edmonton 
says the cost of the project 
has risen to $8.5 billion. 

North West Redwater 
Partnership also said in a 
news release Wednesday 
that the startup date for 
its bitumen upgrader 
has been pushed back 
to September 2017 from 
mid-2016. 

When the project was 
approved in November 
2012, the cost was esti¬ 
mated at $5.7 billion. 

The partnership, 
made up of North West 
Upgrading Inc. and Can¬ 
adian Natural Upgrading 
Limited, a wholly owned 
subsidiaiy of Canadian 
Natural Resources Limited, 
said the higher cost is “due 
to a combination of cost 
inflation and the inability 
to fully capture certain 
cost savings initiatives.” 

It also says it believes 
the merits of the project 
are still positive. 

The refineiy is expected 
to process 50,000 barrels 
per day of raw bitumen 
supplied by Canadian 
Natural and the Alberta 
Petroleum and Marketing 
Commission. 

“The toll payers be¬ 
lieve, that upon successful 
completion of the project, 
this refineiy will strength¬ 
en their organizations,” 
the press release said.

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City litter audit showing positive results 


Trending down. 

Waste on city streets 
down 40% since 2009 


You might not be able to see 
them under the snow, but a 
new litter audit from the city 
reveals Edmonton’s streets are 
a lot cleaner. 

The new numbers showed 
the city’s litter count has 


dropped 40 per cent since 2009. 
In just the last year, cigarette 
butts alone dropped 29.4 per 
cent. 

Don Belanger, the manager 
of the Capital City Clean-up 
program, said he was pleased 
with the results. 

“We’re headed in the right 
direction, but we do still have a 
lot to do,” he said. 

The city has pushed out 
redesigned ashtrays into com¬ 


mercial areas and handed out 
free portable ashtrays, Belanger 
said, responding to the in¬ 
creased desire to see that Utter 
cleared from the streets. 

“We have committed a lot 
more resources this past year to 
cigarette litter, because it was a 
high item in 2012,” he said. 

The areas that the city saw 
increases in were construc¬ 
tion debris, which went up 58 
per cent, and large metal and 


vehicle debris, which went up 
111 per cent. 

Belanger said addressing 
those areas wiH be a high prior¬ 
ity in the coming year. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
pleased to see the program 
showing results. 

“It just shows that these 
modest investments can work 
and that citizens wiU change 
their behaviour.”

Ethics Redford cleared in 
probe over government 
contract to ex’s business 


Premier Alison Redford has 
been cleared in an ethics 
investigation over a govern¬ 
ment contract awarded to her 
ex-husband’s law firm. 

Ethics Commissioner Neil 
Wilkinson says while Robert 
Hawlces’s firm was chosen as 
part of a consortium to sue 
tobacco companies, then-jus¬ 
tice minister Redford took a 
hands-off approach with the 
selection committee. 

Wilkinson says when the 
committee recommended 
Hawlces’s firm, Redford 
directed in writing that nego¬ 
tiations begin on a contract. 

That contract involves a 
$ 10-billion lawsuit to recover 
the costs of treating smoking- 
related illnesses. 

Opposition parties called 
for the ethics investigation a 
year ago, saying that Redford 
was improperly dispensing 
favours to Hawlces, who was 
a political adviser and led the 
transition team when Red¬ 



ford became premier in 2011. 

In a statement, Redford 
says she is glad for Wilkin¬ 
son’s ruling and says the 
investigation was not neces¬ 
sary in the first place.

Report. Certain cancer 
drugs ineffective when 
used together: U of A 


A new medical discoveiy out 
of the University of Alberta 
has shed light on reasons why 
certain drugs used to treat 
cancer are not working when 
used in combination. 

According to a new report 
published in the Clinical Can¬ 
cer Research journal, when 
certain drugs designed to tar¬ 
get cancer-driving proteins 
were used in combination 
with older chemotherapy 
drugs, the two medications 
would cancel each other out. 

Researchers are hoping 
this new information will be 
used by oncologists to pre¬ 
scribe more effective drug 
combinations to their pa¬ 
tients, while saving millions 


of dollars on clinical trials 
that would not have a chance 
to work. 

“These findings show 
oncologists we have to be 
careful about which drugs 
should be combined,” said 
the report’s lead researcher. 
“You have to think about how 
they actually work, especially 
in ways which no one under¬ 
stood before.”

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Green Onion Cake recipe 


Ingredients: 

• 2 1/2 cups white flour 


• 1 cup hot water 


• 1 teaspoon coarse salt 


• 2 teaspoons olive oil 


Green onion cakes: The 
official dish of Edmonton? 


• 1 bunch of green onions 
chopped 


• Canola oil for frying 


• Sambal oelek and soy 
sauce for dipping 


1 . Mix the flour, salt, 
oil, and a little water 
together. Slowly add 
more water until dough 
forms a ball. Knead 
slightly until smooth and 
let rest under a damp 
cloth for an hour. 


1 . Roll out on a floured 
surface (add more flour 
as necessary so as to not 
let dough stick to the 
counter) as thin as pos¬ 
sible. Rub dough with 
olive oil and evenly cover 
with chopped green 
onions. Starting at one 
end roll dough tightly 
onto itself. 


1 . Slice the roll of dough 
into pieces anywhere 
between one-to-three 
inches in length. With 
each slice gently press 
the dough on the ends 
into itself, sealing the 
ends. Then with the 
slice standing upright 
in your palm, use your 
other hand to squish it 
into a patty like shape. 
Roll out this patty as 
thin as you can (without 
ripping). Heat up a 
skillet over medium heat 
with oil. One by one, fry 
the green onion cakes 
until each side is golden 
brown.

A mouthful Debate on 
whether deep-fried dish 
is the city's 'it' meal

They’re circular, they’re ed¬ 
ible and green onion cakes 
are Edmonton’s unofficial 
dish of choice, at least accord¬ 
ing to one particular Edmon¬ 
tonian cook. 

Salma Kaida has been 
working hard at convincing 
locals the deep-fried food has 
become a staple at local fes¬ 
tivals and restaurants much 
like Quebec’s poutine dish 
and Halifax’s donair claim. 

With a blog and a Make 
Something Edmonton web 
post dedicated solely to the 
dish, Kaida wants to make it 
official. 

“There’s something about 
green onion cakes and this 
city that really get along,” she 
said. 

Green onion cakes aren’t 
native to Edmonton and as 
explained by Royal Alberta 
Museum (RAM) officials, the 
popular dish is a traditional 
northern Chinese food. 

It was first brought to Ed¬ 
monton in the 1980s after the 
city saw an influx of Chinese 
immigrants, many of whom 
came from northern China. 

One of those immigrants 
decided to open up a restau¬ 
rant and after needing a sup¬ 
plemental income, he started 
making green onion cakes 
at festivals, said museum of¬ 
ficials. Since then, it has be¬ 



come a popular food staple 
at many local festivals such 
as Taste of Edmonton and Ed¬ 
monton International Fringe 
Festival. 

“It’s one of those trusted 
dishes that eveiybody just 
loves,” said Paul A. Lucas, 
general manager of Events 
Edmonton. 

But not everyone agrees 
the dish should be the official 
meal of Alberta’s Capital City. 

Linda Tzang, curator of 
cultural communities with 
RAM agrees the Chinese dish 
is popular but it isn’t wide¬ 
spread enough to be classified 


as the “it” dish of Edmonton. 

“I don’t know if it is Ed¬ 
monton’s signature dish but 
it is one of those anomalies,” 
she said. “Until I see green 
onion cakes on the menu at a 
bar, I wouldn’t call it a signa¬ 
ture dish. To me, it’s just not 
widespread enough.” 

Lucas agrees, saying the 
food is popular but that it 
doesn’t quite have the qual¬ 
ities of an official dish. 

“I think it would be a bit of 
a stretch to think that green 
onion cakes are representa¬ 
tive of Edmonton’s cuisine 
because it is so varied.”

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Police think Ford offered to 
buy video for $5K and a car 



Rob Ford saga. City 
council stripped him 
of most of his powers 
last month, but he said 
he'll run in the next

Police believe they overheard 
people on wiretaps during a 
gang investigation saying To¬ 
ronto Mayor Rob Ford offered 
$5,000 and a car in exchange 
for a video, according to a 
newly released police docu¬ 
ment. 

The document contains po¬ 
lice evidence from wiretaps on 
which alleged gang members 
and men arrested in a sweep¬ 
ing guns and drugs investi¬ 
gation talk with familiarity 
about the mayor and suggest 
they had supplied him with 
drugs. 

Toronto police were in the 
midst of that large investiga¬ 
tion, known was Project Trav¬ 
eller, when the mayor’s name 
surfaced on the intercepts in 
March and April, police allege. 

The document, containing 
allegations not proven in 
court, suggests some of the 
Project Traveller targets also 
talked about using images of 
Ford using drugs to blackmail 
him. They were also heard say¬ 
ing they “love and respect Rob 
Ford,” but have evidence of 
him in a lot of messed up situ¬ 
ations and don’t want to say 
anything, the document says. 

One man says on the wire¬ 
taps that he has many pictures 
of Ford “doing the hezza,” and 
another man suggests those 


pictures would be worth a lot, 
says the document. Hezza can 
be used as a slang term for 
heroin. 

The mayor’s name alleged¬ 
ly emerged on the wiretaps 
about two months before the 
Toronto Star and U.S. website 
Gawlcer first reported that al¬ 
leged drug dealers were shop¬ 
ping around a video that ap¬ 
peared to show Ford smoking 
crack cocaine. 

Information that police 
gathered from those wiretaps 
was in the remaining portions 
of a document filed in the 
drug case of Ford’s friend Alex¬ 
ander Lisi. 


Portions that were previ¬ 
ously released showed former 
staffers alleged the mayor was 
intoxicated at work, drank 
while driving and associated 
with suspected prostitutes. 

The last portions to be 
made public summarize an 
intercepted conversation 
police allege they heard on 
March 27. Investigators heard 
two men talking about plans 
to sell a tape and quoting Ford 
as saying “I’ll give you 5,000 
and a car,” police allege in the 
document. 

Mohamed Siad, who po¬ 
lice believe was tiying to sell 
the so-called crack video, said 


during the conversation that 
he would meet with him and 
ask for “150,” which police 
believed meant $150,000, the 
document says. 

The other man warned Siad 
that wouldn’t be wise, as he 
would be putting himself in 
jeopardy, the document says. 
Siad, like most of the men 
monitored, was arrested as 
part of Project Traveller, and 
was later stabbed in jail. Police 
do not connect the stabbing to 
the video in the document. 

Ford’s lawyer, Dennis Mor¬ 
ris, told television station 
CP24 the latest allegations are 
baseless, the Canadian press

Crack video 
a motive for 
man's murder, 
police told 

Court documents unsealed 
Wednesday point to two 
rumoured motives for the 
murder of alleged gang 
member Anthony Smith: a 
retaliation over a robbeiy or, 
as Rob Ford’s staff told police, 
the infamous crack cocaine 
video. 

Sections of the new 
document detail how Ford’s 
former chief of staff Mark 
Towhey and former “logistics 
director” David Price spoke 
with the police about how an 
anonymous tipster gave Price 
information about the video 
and Smith. 

According to the docu¬ 
ments, Price told Towhey, 
Doug Ford and later the 
police about two anonymous 
calls he received on May 17, 
the day after the crack video 
reports broke. 

After Towhey contacted 
the police with Price’s stoiy, 
Price was interviewed. He 
told police on the morning 
of May 17, he got a call from 
a unknown number offering 
him information on “the 
drug dealers who had (the) 
tape” and gave the nick¬ 
name and phone number 
Mohamed Siad (since identi¬ 
fied by police as one of the 
people tiying to sell the tape) 


and his friend, Mohamed 
Farah. In a second call that 
afternoon, Price was told the 
dealers who have the video 
could be found at unit 1703, 
320 Dixon Rd. 

As a result of the call, 

Price told Towhey, and later 
the police, the video was the 
motive for Smith’s murder, 
the document states. 

However, the police had 
a different theoiy about the 
murder, via the wiretaps be¬ 
ing run in the Project Travel¬ 
ler gang investigation. 

At the Loki Lounge on 
March 28, just before he was 
shot, Smith texted Iiban 
Siyad to say he saw Saaid 
Mohiadin at the club and 
planned to assault him, the 
document says. 

Siyad replied, “Okay halal 
meat,” which police believe 
means “dead meat” or “kill 
him.” In minutes, an alterca¬ 
tion ensued, and Smith and 
Mohamed Khattalc were shot. 
Smith died in hospital. 

“The motive for the mur¬ 
der was also detailed during 
interceptions, and revealed 
the murder may have been 
retaliation for Smith and his 
associates robbing Mohiadin 
aka ‘Post’ last November,” 
police wrote. 

In the document, police 
noted that the motive for 
murder Price gave them is 
“believed to be incorrect” 
based on the robbeiy motive 
they heard on the wiretaps.

PM speaks 
on spate of 
suicides 


Fourth soldier takes 
his life. Recent rash of 
deaths puts national 
attention on the 
struggles of soldiers 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper has weighed in on 
the spate of apparent soldier 
suicides that have rocked the 
Canadian Forces in recent 
days. 

Harper says eveiyone should 
encourage veterans in need to 
reach out to the support and 
systems that are there to help. 

The prime minister’s com¬ 
ments came hours after the De¬ 
fence Department confirmed 
the militaiy police at Canadian 
Forces Base Valcartier in Que¬ 
bec are investigating the death 
Tuesday of Master Cpl. Sylvain 
Lelievre, from the 3rd battalion 
of the Royal 22nd Regiment. 

Lelievre is the fourth soldier 
believed to have committed sui¬ 
cide since last week. 

Lelievre joined the Canadian 
Forces in June 1985 and was de¬ 
ployed to Bosnia between 2001 
and 2002, and again in 2004. He 
also served in Kandahar from 
2010 to 2011. 

“As the death took place on 
the base, it is now under mil¬ 
itary police investigation. As 
such, it is inappropriate for us 
to comment on the investiga¬ 
tion.” 

The escalating struggle of 
soldiers has been resonating 
across the country since word 
of the suicides began emerging. 

The deaths include a sen¬ 
ior non-commissioned officer

at Canadian Forces Base Peta- 
wawa, northwest of Ottawa, as 
well as two other soldiers in 
Western Canada. 

Veterans advocates say the 
number of apparent suicides 
within the militaiy in recent 
days may only hint at the 
magnitude of the problem. 
For every death by suicide, 
they warn, as many as a dozen 
others may have unsuccessfully 
sought the same fate. 

Veterans ombudsman Guy 
Parent said spouses of veterans 
suffering from post-traumatic 
stress disorder need to know 
how to spot the warning signs. 
He also says greater financial 
stability is needed for veterans. 

A sign of how this is im¬ 
pacting even top-level former 
military personnel came Tues¬ 
day when Liberal Sen. Romeo 
Dallaire fell asleep at the wheel 
of his car and crashed into a 
traffic barrier on Parliament 
Hill. 

The retired general cited 
the news last week of three 
Canadian soldiers killing them¬ 
selves, as well as the coming 
20th anniversary of the Rwan¬ 
da genocide, as reasons he has 
been unable to sleep, even with 
medication.

Justice system. Vet says 

jail ill-equipped for PTSD 


A British war veteran recently 
held in the same Alberta jail 
where a Canadian soldier killed 
himself says the justice system 
doesn’t properly deal with 
people who have post-traumat¬ 
ic stress disorder. 

John Collins, diagnosed 
with PTSD about six years ago, 
was arrested last month at his 
home in Lethbridge on various 
charges, including assault. He 
has since been released on bail. 

Last week he learned about 
the suicide of the artillery sol¬ 
dier, identified by friends as 


Travis Halmrast, at the same 
Lethbridge Correctional Centre. 

Collins didn’t know Halm¬ 
rast, but has strong feelings 
about the case. 

“He shouldn’t have been 
there,” he said. “From the mo¬ 
ment they found out he was 
ex-military, alarm bells should 
have been ringing.” 

Lethbridge police wouldn’t 
talk specifically about the case, 
but said officers have training 
to deal with people with men¬ 
tal health issues, including

Sealers defend hunt 
in wake of WTO 
decision to uphold 
EU trade ban

“Here you are trying to man¬ 
oeuvre through the ice — you 
got to watch those big ice pans 
— and a big swell in the water 
... the boat was moving back 
and forth ... you got to watch 
how you’re getting through be¬ 
cause they can throw together 
and put a hole right on through 
the boat, really — it has hap¬ 
pened — and then you’re tiy- 
ing to get a shot at the seal at 
the same time and with this 
buzzing over you.” 

Keith Bath, 67, first en¬ 
countered “this buzzing” of an 
animal-rights helicopter dur¬ 
ing last year’s seal hunt off the 
coast of St. Anthony, N.L. 

Bath, who now lives in La 
Scie, N.L., has been sealing for 
50 years. 

Last year’s catch “amounted 
to close to $300,000,” Bath esti¬ 
mates. Each of his seven crew 
members receive nine per cent 


of the cut. Fuel, his biggest cost, 
runs around $20,000. After 
expenses, the seal hunt repre¬ 
sented 40 per cent of his annual 
income for 2013, he says. 

His boat landed some 7,600 
seals in two weeks, the major¬ 
ity of which were beater seals, 
roughly 25 days old. Hunting 
younger seals, or whitecoats, 
has been banned since 1987. 

In the vast majority of those 
7,600 deaths, Bath says he 
used a .222-, .223-, .22250- or 
.243-calibre rifle with a scope. 
Bullets cost just over a dollar 
each, he says. 

“Not many seals are killed 


with a halcapilc (club) from a 
longliner (65-footer),” he says of 
his vessel, which tows a speed¬ 
boat used by the rest of his crew 
to collect the seals from the ice. 
“Good sealers like we are — 
you know, most everyone — 
try to make sure that they got 
a good shot and a head shot... 
and if we sees that it’s crippled, 
we just gives it another bullet.” 

Bath is one of 4,000 fisher¬ 
men in Newfoundland and 
Labrador certified by the Pro¬ 
fessional Fish Harvesters Cer¬ 
tification Board, which trains 
sealers in the humane killing of 
the animals, the regulatoiy pro¬ 



Protecting ‘public morals' 


WTO ruling a 
finding of fact 

The World Trade Organization 
decision last week to uphold 
the European ban on Canadian 
seal products as “necessaiy to 
protect public morals” marked 
a breakthrough in animal- 
welfare cases, according to a 
professor of international law 
Robert Howse, who teaches 
at New York University, says 
this is because the WTO panel 
based its decision on factual 


findings versus legal findings. 
They differ in one key respect: 
A legal finding can be appealed 
to the appellate body — a fac¬ 
tual finding cannot. 

“What Canada did claim 
was that concern about the 
seal hunt was, on the facts, not 
a matter of public morality, 
but the emotional, eccentric 
opinions of one section of the 
European public,” Howse said. 

“(But) the EU presented evi¬ 
dence that is compelling: That 
you can’t have a humane seal 
hunt in Canada, and the rea¬ 


son you can’t is that the con¬ 
ditions under which the hunt 
occurs are such that it’s really 
not possible to ensure and 
monitor that humane hunting 
techniques are being used. 

“In other situations of ani¬ 
mal welfare (such as slaugh¬ 
terhouses), it would usually be 
possible to address moral con¬ 
cerns without a ban, by merely 
requiring that standards of hu¬ 
mane treatment be monitored 
and enforced.” 

The WTO also ruled, how¬ 
ever, the ban does not apply

That certifi¬ 
cation, coupled 
with monitoring 
by the Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans, 
ensures a humane hunt, 
according to Frank Pinhom, 
executive director of the Can¬ 
adian Sealers Association. 

Pinhom balked at the World 
Trade Organization’s recent de¬ 
cision to uphold the European 
Union ban on Canadian seal 
products based on the necessity 
“to protect public morals.” 

“The deci¬ 
sion, based 
on ethics and 
morality, is an 
insult to all 
our sealers,” 

Pinhom says, 
adding the 
reason sealers 
are targeted by 
animal-rights

“It’s veiy easy to blame the 
NGOs and say that we’ve brain¬ 
washed eveiyone — and I only 
wish we were that powerful, 
that we’ve brainwashed the 
WTO, and the Russian Fed¬ 
eration, and Taiwan. I kind of 
wish that were true,” she said, 
laughing. 

“I think the reality is people 
just don’t want seal products; 
this just isn’t a product that is 
wanted or needed in the 21st 
centuiy, just like we don’t do 
commercial whaling anymore. 
I think the time has come 
where commercial sealing is 
going to be disappearing.”

EU ban a win 
for animal 
rights groups 


Dr. Pierre-Yves Daoustis a professor of Anatomic Pathology and Wildlife 
Pathology at the University of Prince Edward Island. 

“From an animal welfare perspective, these animals (should) 
be killed as quickly as possible — realizing that it is a hunt and 
therefore it's not necessarily successful 100 per cent of the 
time, just like the slaughtering of domestic animals in 
slaughterhouses is not effective 100 per cent of the time," 
said Daoust. “We insisted at the WTO hearing we go back to 
the EFSA (European Food Safety Authority) report and see 
what they said, and there is no evidence there that the seal 
hunt is any worse than other forms of the exploitation of 
animals. The problem is because of the nature of the hunt — 
because of the nature of any hunt — it's very difficult to have 
robust, statistically valid observation of the whole hunt, which 
takes into account the weather, the types of boats, the 
education of individual sealers and coming up with a figure 

that says, X per cent of the animals are not killed properly." 


DEBATE 


Like issues of economic viability and 
morality, the science around the 
Canadian seal hunt is divided. Metro 
interviewed experts in veterin¬ 
ary medicine and animal welfare 
about the key issue surrounding the 
hunt: Are seals killed in a humane 
manner? Both testified at the WTO 
hearings: 


Dr. Donald Broom is a professor of Animal Welfare atthe Department of 
Veterinary Medicine at Cambridge University, whose research 
includes assessing animal welfare, including pain. “I have seen 
that some statements by animal protection societies over¬ 
emphasize the negative aspects of sealing and some statements 
by sealers over-emphasize the quality of their methods," said 
Broom. “Seals are complex animals with a pain system similar to 
ours, so an injury for some minutes or hours is a major welfare 
problem in seals. Almost all farm animals in slaughterhouses are 
handled without fear being caused to them. The stunning 
procedure in a slaughterhouse usually causes no pain and the 
animal dies without recovering consciousness. It is rare for the 
electrical procedure or captive-bolt gun application not to work, 
but if it does, a second stun occurs within a few seconds. I think 
that it is correct that many seals shot with a rifle die without 
suffering. Flowever, the number that are not killed, or rendered 
unconscious with the initial shot or shots, and hence which do suffer, is high."

Sheiyl Fink has observed the 
seal hunt for 11 years, both in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and off 
the eastern coast of Newfound¬ 
land, known as the Front. 

She says she went to ob¬ 
serve “the cruelty, the in¬ 
humane killings.” 

“It’s allowable to hook a 
seal in the face,” said Fink, 
seal campaign director for the 
International Fund for Animal 
Welfare (IFAW). “An animal is 
allowed to be hooked in the 
face by the gaffe and dragged 
to the boat.” 

The decision last week by 
the panel of the World Trade 
Organization was a victoiy for 
IFAW and other animal-rights 
groups. 

The 27-member state Euro¬ 
pean Union is now part of 34 
countries that ban Canadian 
seal products, including the 
U.S. (1972), Russia (2011) and 
most recently Taiwan (2013). 

IFAW and other non-gov¬ 
ernmental organizations like 
the International Humane 
Society submitted an Amicus 
Brief with their own research 
and findings referred to by the 
European Commission in its 
defence of the seal ban. IFAW 
was also consulted by the EU 
as a stakeholder alongside the 
sealing industiy to develop 
and implement the regula¬ 
tions of the EU ban on seal 
products, which came into 
force Aug. 20, 2010. 

“This is significant in that 
it’s just another international 
body that’s looked at the seal 
hunt... and they said seal bans 
are OK,” Fink said of the 
WTO’s ruling, adding it’s

A Florida man pleaded not 
guilty Wednesday to first- 
degree murder charges in 
the fatal shooting of his wife, 
whose bloody corpse was 
later depicted in photos he 
posted on Facebook. 

The plea was entered dur¬ 
ing a brief hearing by an at¬ 
torney for Derek Medina, 31, 
who also faces charges of il¬ 
legally discharging a firearm 
inside their Miami home and 
with child neglect without 
violence. The young daugh¬ 
ter of Medina’s wife, 26-year- 
old Jennifer Alfonso, was in 
the home at the time, but 
was not harmed. 

No decision has been 
made on whether the state 
will seek the death penalty, 
said Assistant State Attor¬ 
ney J. Scott Dunn. Miami- 
Dade Circuit Judge Yvonne 


Colodny set a Jan. 29 status 
hearing to discuss the poten¬ 
tial death penalty and sched¬ 
uled a tentative trial date for 
March 17. 

Medina did not speak dur¬ 
ing the hearing. His attor¬ 
neys have previously said he 
shot his wife in self-defence 
while she attacked him after 
several previous abusive 
episodes. Police say she was 
cowering and likely on her 
knees when Medina filed the 
fatal shots. 

Prosecutors said they also 
have evidence that Medina 
had told other people he 
would kill Alfonso if she ever 
tried to leave him. Medina 
himself told investigators his 
wife had announced she was 
leaving earlier that day. 

Medina attorney Saam 
Zanganeh said evidence re¬ 
ceived from Facebook totals 
between 7,000 and 8,000 
documents, and that the de¬ 
fence is still awaiting video¬ 
tapes from a surveillance 
system inside the couple’s 
home. Some of their con¬ 
frontation is depicted on 
those tapes, but Zanganeh 
said attorneys want to look

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B.C Defunct clinic to 
dispose of sperm samples 


A B.C. Supreme Court judge 
has given a clinic at the B.C. 
Women’s Centre for Repro¬ 
ductive Health in Vancouver 
permission to destroy and 
dispose of sperm specimens 
if clients don’t let the clinic 
know by Dec. 24 that they 
want the samples trans¬ 
ferred to another facility. 

The clinic has been stor¬ 
ing sperm for more than 400 
class-action members since 
2010, when those samples 
were transferred from a lab 
run by UBC. 

The group, led by lead 
plaintiff Howard Lam, is 
suing the university after 
a power failure in 2002 de¬ 
stroyed hundreds of sperm 
samples. Lawyer Arthur 
Grant, who is representing 
the plaintiffs in the lawsuit, 
had argued against the or¬ 
der, as it could “negatively 
impact the rights of the 
plaintiff and class members 


in the class action.” 

But the clinic stopped 
operating last year, none 
of its clients are paying for 
storage, and it doesn’t have 
the money to keep storing 
the specimens, court docu¬ 
ments posted online this 
week say. 

Justice Bruce Butler said 
in his ruling that the order 
is warranted because the 
clinic has done its due dili¬ 
gence. Besides, there is no 
practical reason to keep the 
specimens belonging to the 
class-action members since 
UBC has admitted they are 
damaged, said Butler.

Human evolution 


400,000-year-old 
bone discovered 

Scientists have reached 
farther back than ever into 
the ancestry of humans to 
analyze DNA from 
a bone found in 
Spain estimated to 
be 400,000 years old. 

The feat surpasses the 
previous age record of 
about 100,000 years for 
genetic material recovered 
from the human evolution¬ 
ary line. 


Surprisingly, the DNA 
shows a close relationship 
to Denisovans, who lived 
in Siberia and apparently 
elsewhere in Asia, far from 
the Spanish cave where the 
bone was found. 

Results were 
presented online 
Wednesday in the 
journal Nature by Matthias 
Meyer and colleagues at 
the Max Planck Institute 
for Evolutionaiy Anthropol¬ 
ogy in Leipzig, Germany, 
with co-authors in Spain 
and China.

Boxing champ joins 
protests in Ukraine 


Vying for the title 
of president. WBC 
heavyweight champ 
Vitali Klitschko 
emerges as Ukraine’s 
most popular 
opposition figure 


Thanks to his sports-hero 
status and reputation as a 
pro-Western politician un¬ 
tainted by Ukraine’s frequent 
corruption scandals, six-foot- 
seven Vitali Klitschko has sur¬ 
passed jailed former Prime 
Minister Yulia Tymoshenko 
in opinion polls. 

As massive anti-govern¬ 
ment protests continue to 
grip Ukraine, the 42-year- 
old boxer-turned-politician 
is urging his countrymen to 
continue their fight to turn 
this ex-Soviet republic into a 
genuine Western democracy. 

“This is not a revolution. It 
is a peaceful protest that de¬ 
mands justice,” Klitschko told 
The Associated Press in an 
interview Wednesday. “The 
people are not defending pol¬ 
itical interests. They are de¬ 
fending the idea of living in a 
civilized countiy.” 

Dubbed Dr. Ironfist for 
his prowess in the boxing 
ring, Klitschko has scored 
45 victories in 47 fights, 41 


of them with knockouts. He 
has successfully defended his 
title 11 times, most recently 
in September 2012, and plans 
to have one more bout before 
he retires. 

Now Klitschko must prove 
that he has as much stamina 
in the political arena. 

Despite earning a doctor¬ 
ate in sports science, Klitsch¬ 
ko has had to fight a stereo¬ 
type of being intellectually 
unfit to run this economically 
troubled nation of 46 million. 

Having been raised — 
like many Ukrainians — in 
a Russian-speaking family. 


Fighting words 


"They stole our hope ” 

Vitali Klitschko, politician and boxer, 

speaking about the political climate in Ukraine. 

Klitschko only recently learn¬ 
ed Ukrainian and sometimes 
struggles to find the right 
word. 

Still, he appeals to many 
Ukrainians with his air of 
sincerity and his image as a 
handsome tough guy ready to 
defend his compatriots. 

Unlike many Ukrainian 
politicians — including Tym¬ 


oshenko —who are accused 
of making their fortunes in 
shady business deals in the 
tumultuous post-Soviet era, 
Klitschlco’s millions come 
from a transparent source — 
the boxing ring.

Sandy Hook 911 call 
recordings released 

Recordings of 911 calls from 
last year’s Sandy Hook Ele- 
mentaiy School shooting 
were released Wednesday, and 
they not only paint a picture 
of anguish and tension inside 
the building, they also show 
Newtown, Conn., dispatchers 
mobilizing help, reassuring 
callers and urging them to 
take cover.

Haulena says the animal, 
named Walter, had been in 
critical condition since it 
was found near Tofino, on 
the west coast of Vancouver 


Island, in October. 

Haulena says Walter has 
undergone extensive medical 
procedures, including surger¬ 
ies on one of its flippers and 
in its mouth, where its teeth 
were broken by the shotgun 
blast. 

The sea otter was found 
blinded and riddled with 
dozens of bird-shot pellets. 

Haulena says the animal 
was in such rough shape that 
it needed around-the-clock 
care.

Celebrity chef testifies 
in fraud trial of two 
former assistants, 
accuses ex-husband of 
spreading lies to sully 
her reputation 


Nigella Lawson admitted in 
court Wednesday that she had 
taken cocaine, but denied be 
ing a habitual user, accusing 
her ex-husband of trying to “de¬ 
stroy” her, during a lacerating 
day of testimony that laid bare 
a materially affluent but deeply 
troubled marriage. 

Lawson said she had taken 
cocaine half a dozen times 
with her first husband, John 
Diamond, while he was dying 
of cancer. And she took it once 
again in July 2010 at a time 
when she “felt subjected to acts 
of intimate terrorism” by then 
husband Charles Saatchi. 

Appearing as a prosecution 
witness at the trial of Elisabetta 
and Francesca Grillo, longtime 
employees who worked as nan¬ 
nies, cleaners and assistants for 
the couple, Lawson said Saatchi 
threatened to destroy her if she 
did not clear his name after he 


was photographed gripping her 
throat outside a restaurant. 

Coverage of the trial has fo¬ 
cused more on the failed mar¬ 
riage of Lawson and Saatchi — 
who divorced in July following 
the throat-grabbing incident 
— and their tempestuous home 
life than on allegations that 
two women working for them 
were living the high life at the 
couple’s unknowing expense. 

“He started spreading false 
allegations of drug use,” Law- 
son said. “I have been put on 
trial here ... and in the world’s 
press.” 

Defence lawyers have 
claimed Lawson used illegal 
drugs including cocaine, citing 
an email from Saatchi in which 
he referred to her as “Higella.” 
They have suggested Lawson 
ignored the Grillos’ lavish ex¬ 
penditures in return for their 
silence about her drug use. But 
Saatchi told the court last week 
that he had never seen Lawson 
taking drugs. He said the email 
was written in anger and he re¬ 
gretted sending it. 

The Grillos — sisters from 
Calabria in southern Italy — 
are accused of using credit 
cards loaned to them by Law- 
son and Saatchi for household 
expenses to spend more than 
$1 million US on luxuiy clothes 
and accommodation at high-

A wave of looting and robber¬ 
ies spread across Argentina’s 
second largest city Tuesday 
night and continued Wednes¬ 
day 

Opportunists took advan¬ 
tage of a police strike for higher 
pay which the provincial gov¬ 
ernor says was triggered by his 
closure of brothels that provid¬ 
ed a money stream to corrupt 
officers. 

The violence in Cordoba 
began with storefronts being 
shattered, mobs stealing mer-

chandise, robbers attacking 
people in the streets and vigi¬ 
lantes arming themselves to 
protect their homes. Supermar¬ 
kets and a mobile television van 
recording the violence were 
attacked, even as officers and 
provincial authorities began 
negotiations to end the strike. 

Gov. Jose Manuel de la Sota 
said 56 people have been ar¬ 


rested. 

He said he’s offered police 
a 52-per cent pay increase, 
including bonuses for street 
work or extra duty, for a total 
of 12,600 pesos a month, which 
he called “the best salaiy for 
police in Argentina,” according 
to Cordoba’s Voz del Interior 
newspaper. That represents 
about $2,175 monthly at of¬ 
ficial exchange rate, or about 
$1,440 at the black market rate 
many Argentines consider as a 
more reliable measure of their 
money’s value. 

De la Sota described the 
strike as a police response to his 
decision to close 140 brothels 
that provide income to corrupt 
officers. 

National Security Chief 
Sergio Bemi said 2,000 border 
police are being deployed in 
Cordoba to help restore peace.

Radioactive material 


Deadly cobalt-60 
found abandoned 
near stolen truck 

A missing shipment of 
radioactive cobalt-60 was 
found Wednesday near 
where the stolen truck 
transporting the ma¬ 
terial was abandoned in 
central Mexico state, the 
countiy’s nuclear safety 
director said. 

The highly radioactive 
material was found in an 
empty lot about a kilo¬ 
metre from Hueypoxtla, 
an agricultural town of 
about 4,000 people, but it 
poses no threat or a need 
for an evacuation, said 
Juan Eibenschutz. 

The cargo truck haul¬ 
ing cobalt-60 that had 
been used in medical 
equipment was stolen 
from a gas station early 
Tuesday, and authorities 
had put out an alert in 
six central states and the 
capital looking for it. 

Eibenschutz said direct 
exposure to cobalt-60 
could result in death 
within a few minutes.

Companies are starting 
to remove possibly 
harmful ingredients 
from products after 
pressure from customers 


An environmental group says 
cosmetics companies are start¬ 
ing to listen to consumer wor¬ 
ries over potentially harmful 
ingredients in their products. 

Toronto-based Environ¬ 
mental Defence says public 
pressure is beginning to exert 
influence on the ingredients 
companies use in everything 
from shampoo and moisturiz¬ 
ers to toothpaste and deodor¬ 
ant. 

“The good news is that 
some companies are listening 
to the growing concerns from 


their customers about the risks 
of these chemicals,” Maggie 
MacDonald of Environmental 
Defence said in a release. 

“Others need to take the 
old saying to heart — the cus¬ 
tomer is always right — and 
act to remove harmful chem¬ 
icals.” 

Procter and Gamble an¬ 
nounced in September that it 
would eliminate triclosan, a 
commonly used anti-bacterial 
agent, and phthalates from its 
personal-care products in 2014. 

Johnson and Johnson com¬ 
mitted in 2012 to remove 
triclosan, phthalates, formal¬ 
dehydes and parabens from its 
adult toiletries and cosmetics. 

Walmart, meanwhile, an¬ 
nounced this fall that it would 
be working toward reducing 
chemicals starting in Januaiy, 
and promises a public report in 
two years on how it has fared.

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Affleck Out of the Furnace 
and back into the limelight 


Acting break. Gone 
Baby Gone star took 
time out to make I'm 
Still Here with Joaquin 
Phoenix and has no 
regrets 


This year marked Casey Af¬ 
fleck’s return to the big screen 
after the Oscar-nominated star 
took a break from acting for 
a while. In recent months, his 
Sundance Film Festival hit Ain’t 
Them Bodies Saints had a slow 
rollout in select theatres inter¬ 
nationally, and this Friday he 
can be seen in North American 
cinemas as a struggling Iraq 
war vet in Out of the Furnace. 

The projects come three 
years after Affleck released his 
directorial effort, the contro¬ 
versial mockumentaiy I’m Still 
Here, in which a dishevelled 
Joaquin Phoenix pretended he 
was quitting his Oscar-nomin¬ 
ated acting career to become a 
hip-hop artist. 


The film was maligned for 
duping audiences into thinking 
it was real, and Affleck admits 
“it was risky in its style” and 
also a risk for his own acting 
career as it “sucked up a good 
deal” of his time and kept him 
from doing onscreen projects. 

“You take a break in Holly¬ 
wood, you don’t act in some¬ 
thing for a couple of years, 
people just forget about you. 

That’s a lifetime in Holly¬ 
wood almost, so it’s hard to 
bounce back from that,” said 
the 38-year-old, who got an 
Oscar nomination for his sup¬ 
porting role in 2007’s The As¬ 
sassination of Jesse James by 
the Coward Robert Ford. That’s 
not to say he regrets making 
I’m Still Here. 

“I mean, regret seems point¬ 
less,” Affleck said in a recent 
telephone interview. “It’s not a 
useful emotion really, although 
it’s always there sort of lin¬ 
gering around. If you’re willing 
to go sit on the stoop with re¬ 
gret, it’ll hang out with you, but 
it’s a waste of time. 

“So it didn’t perform that 


well, but neither did Jesse 
James, and I love that movie. 
So often movies don’t perform 
well,” he added. “Life goes on, 
you know. I feel pretty blessed 
to just be doing this. 

“And look at me now, you 
know, I get to work with Chris¬ 
tian Bale, Scott Cooper and For¬ 
est Whitaker and Woody Har- 
relson and on and on and on. 
What could be better?.” 

Affleck was referring to 
the all-star team behind the 
gritty drama Out of the Fur¬ 
nace, which is directed by 
Cooper, who helmed and 
co-wrote the 2009 Oscar-win¬ 
ning film Crazy Heart.

Most people are lucky if 
they still keep in touch 
with their childhood best 
friend, much less still hang 
out with them.

They’ve channeled the 
easy chemistry born of 
their longtime friendship 
into their new self-titled EP, 
which is alternately infec¬ 
tious and haunting, and oft- 
times both. “Being friends 
for so long, there’s some 
kind of magical power be¬ 
hind that,” says Carter. 

These days, their bed¬ 
room project has turned 
into a full band, for which 
they handpicked the new 
members. 

“The drummer, Chris 
Carhart, was a friend of 
Sarah’s. I was a little appre¬ 
hensive, because we tried 
out 15 different drummers 


and she was like ‘what 
about my buddy Chris?’ 
And I said, ‘I don’t know, he 
probably sucks because he’s 
your friend,”’ Carter says. 
(Barthel laughs). 

They were understand¬ 
ably apprehensive about 
inviting new personalities 
into their fold, but that 
quickly faded. 

“It’s actually awesome. 
When we first hired a drum¬ 
mer to tour with us it was 
kind of weird because we 
were used to touring and 
playing shows as a duo,” 
says Carter. 

“So that was a minor ad¬ 
justment. But now we have 
four people on stage alto¬ 
gether and the dynamic is 
kiclc-ass.” 

The pair’s teen influen¬ 
ces range from Beastie Boys 
and Public Enemy (his) to 
Sisqo and ’N Sync (hers). 

“I don’t know how that 
flew under the radar with 
my mom. The first Beastie 
Boys record, my mom was 
like, what the heck!” Carter 
says. 

“Beck was the first con¬ 
cert I went to, and I really 
like him a lot. I was lucky 
enough to have a really cool 
older brother, this hip guy 
that’s into all this indie 
music. So I got exposed to 
My Bloody Valentine at a 
young age, and Sonic Youth, 
when everyone else my age 
only knew FM radio.” 

“I was always so jealous 
of all the cool music he was 
exposed to in his house and 
from his family,” Barthel 
jumps in. 
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“His parents would lis¬ 
ten to The Beatles and Pink 
Floyd and lots of jazz. My 
first concert was New Kids 
On The Block. 

“And it was f—ing awe¬ 
some! Donnie fell through 
the stage. We all thought 
it was supposed to happen, 
but I guess he didn’t mean 
to fall through the stage. He 
was my favourite New Kid, 
so I was really upset.” 

Carter ribs her inaudibly 
and she laughs at herself. 
These lifelong friends must 
really live it up on the road, 
right? 

“Usually we just get 
super pumped on Redbull 
and play haclcy sack, dance 
around in our JNCOs,” Cart¬ 
er deadpans.

Even with three seasons, five 
Emmy nominations and mil¬ 
lions of viewers tuning in to 
New Girl eveiy Tuesday, show 
producer/writer Liz Meriwether 
says her job hasn’t gotten any 
easier.

Well, this is something 
that obviously causes a 
fair amount of stress for 
Schmidt. We thought it was 
sort of interesting to have 
this new character come in 
and not really understand 
the back stoiy between her 
and Schmidt, just swoop 
in and take her out on a 
date. But, I’m not sure if the 
Cece-Coach relationship is 
going to go forward; it might 
have just been this one date. 

I think that Cece just wants 
to get back out there and go 
out on a date with a really 
hot guy. I think that’s what’s 
going on in her head. It was 
really fun to shoot them 
together — they have a really 
great chemistry. Plus they 
are both just gorgeous, you 
know, it’s fun to just watch 
them onscreen. 

How long will Damon Wayans 
Jr. be on the series? 

Damon is with us for the rest 
of the year, which is really 
exciting. We are so happy to 
have him back. He just fits in 
perfectly. 

So we know Damon is signed 
on till the end of the year, but 
more importantly, what about 
Ferguson [the cat]? 

Well it’s funny, because in the 
next episode there is this date 
between Cece and Ferguson 
and it goes really well. I’m kid¬ 
ding, I don’t know; I don’t have 
an ending for Ferguson right 
now. He is the cutest thing. We 
all kind of fell in love with him 
and we actually have to hold 
ourselves back from writing 


him into so many episodes 
because we don’t want any Fer¬ 
guson fatigue. I love Winston’s 
relationship with him. There 
is sort of an important plot 
development where Winston 
realizes he needs to take a step 
back from Ferguson because 
their relationship maybe has 
gotten a little too intense. 

Well the storyline says he 
goes missing. 

Yeah, he goes missing and 
that kind of leaves Winston to 
blame and makes him take a 
step back from Ferguson. Nick 
thinks that Winston has taken 
himself out of the game with 
women because he’s gotten too 
into the cat. Nick just wants to 
help him. 

With Jess and Nick it seems 
like you have written it so 
they don’t go that typical TV 
relationship path. Can you 
talk about how it is to write 
their parts now, in a relation¬ 
ship, as opposed to before 
when they weren’t together? 
As someone who doesn’t 
have a lot of experience 
with happy relationships, 
it’s sort of interesting for 
me to write them. We didn’t 
want to have them breaking 
up eveiy five minutes. We 
really wanted to invest in 
their relationship and see 
what would actually happen 
between them. It’s defin¬ 
itely changed the DNA of the 
show a little, but I think it’s 
important for a show to keep 
changing and growing and 
evolving so that it feels real 
and what would really hap¬ 
pen to these people. 

You guys are going to have a 
Super Bowl episode. Have you 
thought about any storylines 
yet? 

I’m definitely a little nerv¬ 
ous about it because it’s 
such as big audience, but 
in a good way. The story is 
going to be mostly about 
Ferguson, [laughs] Just 
kidding. We really want to 
create an episode that was 
group-centered and where 
everyone can be together. 
The group gets invited to a 
big fancy party and it’s sort 
of all of them at this party 
together ... and I sort of 
can’t say more than that.

You mentioned before that 
there is a level of preten¬ 
tiousness and rudeness 
within the industry. You’d 


expect young people to put 
in the hard graft and work 
their way up. How do you 
feel about unpaid intern¬ 
ships? 

We’ve never encouraged 
unpaid internships. We get 
three, four, five requests a 
week for work placements. 
The best we can do these 
days is say, “Why don’t you 
come for an afternoon or 
day?” 

So you don’t let people do 
weeks at a time? 

No, no. 

How do you feel about 
other designers doing that 
kind of thing? 

Well, I think there is a his- 
toiy of it that goes back 20 


or 30 years. When people are 
starting out, it’s supposed 
to be an honour to work but 
I’m not really sure about 
that. 

Did you ever want to be 
famous? 

No. In this environment 
here, you expect people 
to know who you are, but 
when I walk down the street 
luckily I’m not a famous 
face, so thank goodness for 
that. 

I noticed when I walked 
into the exhibition that 
your first shop was tiny. It’s 
like a changing room. 

I know. It was meant to be 
a shop! There was a curtain 
at the top of some stairs to 


a tiny changing room. The 
point of that exhibit is to 
show that you can start in a 
way that is considered veiy 
humble and then you can 
grow... 

You’re not keen on email 
and computers in general. 
Do you think that being im¬ 
mersed in technology kills 
the creative side? 

Personally, I’m not into it 
but I understand it. If you 
walk outside my room in 
Covent Garden there are 
four young ladies that help 
me: the PA and secretaries 
get about 600 emails a day, 
so I’m very IT savvy, as is the 
whole company. Personally I 
find that the use of my own 
eyes, my photography, my 
notes, works for me - but 
each to their own. It’s about 
balance. 

You said before of the 
runway, “It’s £500,000 on 14 
minutes.” Does it seem a bit 
ridiculous? 

Absolutely. Unfortunately, 
it’s veiy much part of the 
process. A lot of the younger 
designers — and this is 
another reason for making 
this exhibition so down to 
earth — think that’s what 
it’s about: a fashion show 
and about twenty shops or 
whatever. Actually, it’s only 
a tiny part of the process. 
Even if you have the best 
fashion show in the world 
but you don’t make the 
clothes beautifully at the 
correct price and deliver on 
time and get paid, then it’s 
all a bit of a waste of time. 

Would you prefer to do a 
small salon show? 

I would love to do a small 
salon show again. I used to: 
my first showroom was in a 
bedroom and my first show 
was in my friend’s apart¬ 
ment in Paris.

Waves of shock reverberated 
through Oilers Nation when 
prized defensive prospect 
Darnell Nurse missed out on 
the camp roster for Canada’s 
world junior team. 

Although Nurse was 
worthy of a seventh-overall 
pick by Edmonton in the 
2013 draft and had been play¬ 
ing veiy well for the OHL’s 
Sault Ste. Marie Greyhounds, 
there is no grand conspiracy 
as to why he was not one 



of the eight finalists for the 
Canadian blueline corps 
headed to the Toronto camp. 

Nurse has a lot going for 
him as a defenceman. At six- 
foot-four, 185 pounds, he’s 
got a great frame. He skates 
well, plays a veiy intimidat¬ 
ing physical game and has 


become a great offensive 
threat from the blueline. In 
fact, he has the second-most 
points from the blueline in 
the OHL. 

But the aggressiveness 
that makes Nurse a great 
major junior player and will 
make him at worst a solid 


NHLer may have worked 
against him. 

Canada should be aware 
of how close to the edge its 
players go in international 
play, as big hits tend to be 
viewed dimly by the Inter¬ 
national Ice Hockey Federa¬ 
tion and its officials. 

Our players aren’t neces¬ 
sarily dirty or brutish; we 
just have a different standard 
over here. And the IIHF isn’t 
going to change any time 
soon. 

Nurse would have been 
a prime candidate for IIHF 
scrutiny since his natural 
physical gifts could easily 
overpower less developed 
opponents. 

As a consolation prize, 
Nurse will still be eligible for 
the 2015 next year. Most of 
Canada’s defenders this year 
come from the 2012 draft, 
not 2013. Nurse can prove 
himself next year and maybe 
even take home a gold.

Vonn tests 
injured knee for 
weekend race 

Ten months since she last 
competed, Lindsey Vonn 
returned to a World Cup 
course for downhill train¬ 
ing Wednesday and said 
afterward her surgically 
repaired right knee felt 
“stable.” 

Vonn said she will 
decide after the training 
run scheduled for Thurs¬ 
day whether to race this 
week for the first time 
since a high-speed crash 
at the world champion¬ 
ships in February tore two 
ligaments in her knee and 
broke a bone in her lower 
leg. 

There are downhills 
slated for Friday and Satur¬ 
day, and a super-G on Sun¬ 
day at a mountain where 
Vonn has earned 14 of her 
59 career World Cup race 
wins. That includes three- 
victory sweeps in both 
2011 and 2012. 

“It was my first run, so 
I was, of course, a little bit 
nervous,” the four-time 
overall World Cup cham¬ 


pion and 2010 Olympic 
downhill gold medallist 
said. 

The biggest factor for 
Friday will be making 
sure there’s no swelling in 
her right knee so it won’t 
affect her thigh’s ability 
to react and “fire appropri¬ 
ately,” Vonn said. 

The American covered 
the course in one minute, 
59.53 seconds, the 19th- 
fastest time among the 
first 30 skiers Wednesday. 

Carolina Ruiz Castillo 
of Spain was fastest of that 
group in 1:57.40, followed 
by past overall World Cup 
champions Maria Hoefl- 
Riesch of Germany in 
1:57.41 and Tina Maze of 
Slovenia in 1:58.06.
